The pream- 
ble sets forth in great detail and useless 
iteration the action of the United States 
government in declaring all slaves in rebel 
districts free, and speaks most bitterly of 
the proclamation of President Lincoln, 
denouncing it as unprincipled and inhu- 
man. Then follows the resolution: 


THEREFORE, Resolved. By the House of 


Representatives of the Confederate States, 
the Senate concurring, that we do adhere 
to our opinion that the so called emanci- 
pation proclamation of the President of 
the United States, and the enlistment of 
negroes in the several Federal armies now 
opposed to us, are not among the acts of 
legitimate warfare, but are properly classed 
among such acts as the right to put to 
death prisoners of war without special 
cause, the right to use poisoned weapons, 
and the right to assassinate; and if per- 
sisted in will justify this government in 
adopting measures of retaliation. 


The endorsements upon the paper go to 


show that this resolution was read the 
first and second time, and made the special 
order for the secret session on the 10th of 
February, 1864. 


The Herald's special says President

amnesty proclamation, the suppression of 
which it is expected will be decided upon 
at the Cabinet meeting to be held to-day.
